Suplee has also refused to issue 
a permit to Albert Vick, 'Jr., of 
832 Montgomery Ave., to build a 
storage building in the rear of his 
property. 

Storage Space Only 

Vick stated that he wants to use 
the building to store trucks, spray- 
ing equipment, fertilizer, and peat 
moss. His application requests the 
Board a, change the zoning ordin- 
ance so that the rear of his pro- 
perty is placed in a commercial 
zone.

Resolutions Passed 

At that meeting resolutions were 
passed empowering the Emergency 
Housing Committee's Steering 
Committee to undertake surveys of 
the housing needs of local resi- 
dens, of all available land in the 
township, of the number of large 
homes capable of being converted 
into multiple dwelling homes, and 
of all available building materials 
and skilled labor. 

Col. Genung said at last Wed- 
nesday's meeting that if Lower 
Merion Township did not solve its 
own veterans' housing problem, 
"someone from the outside will." 

"If we don't make our own 
plans," he said, "we might be 
forced to do something we 
wouldn't care to do." 

"Lower Merion Township," Col. 
Genung concluded, "should cer- 
tainly be able to take care of it- 
self."

Under State law, property own- 
ers are responsible for keeping 
trees overhanging the streets and 
sidewalks trimmed at the proper 
height, and to remove them when 
they become hazards to the public. 

Legal action may be taken 
against a property owner for in- 
juries suffered by persons as a re- 
sult of neglect of the care of his 
trees. 

The Borough Council has called 
the public hearing in the hope 
that all interested residents be 
present to express their views.

Members of the Narberth Bor- 
ough Council passed an ordinance 
Monday night which guaranteed 
their participation in a State pro- 
gram to eliminate the curve on 
Wynnewood Rd. from the Nar- 
berth railroad tunnel to Elmwood 
Ave. 

Passing the ordinance was a 
legal technicality, but formal ac- 
tion was necessary before work 
on it could be started. 

681 Feet of Road 

Construction of the 681 feet of 
roadway will be done by the State 
Highway Department, but both 
Narberth and Lower Merion 
Township will be billed, for theh - 
share of the costs. 

Narberth will pay the costs of 
draining the new stretch of road, 
which runs parallel to the East 
Branch of Indian Creek, while 
Lower Merion Township will bear 
the costs of construction of the 
approaches to both ends of the 
highway. 

Uniform Width 

The new road will be construct- 
ed on an acre and a half of 
ground which was given to the 
State by the late Parker Williams. 

The road will have a uniform 
width of 22 feet. It now varies 
from 20 to 24 feet.

Cited as Union Aid 

R. L. Powell Tells 
Main Line C of C of 
Duties of Employers 

Increasing importance of gov- 
ernment and labor unions in 
American economic life was at- 
tributed to workers' feeling a 
need for job and old age sec- 
urity, Russell L. Powell told 
members of the Main Line Cham- 
ber Wednesday afternoon. 

Powell, who lives at 27 Cedar- 
brook Rd., Merion Golf Manor, is 
an official of the Northwestern 
Life Insurance Co., and an in- 
structor at the Wharton Even- 
ing School at the University of 
Pennsylvania. 

Employers Duty 

"It is the duty of employers," 
Powell said, "to make new em- 
ployer feel that they have a place 
in their business and that they 
have a future in their job. 

"Employers should help em- 
ployes improve themselves so 
that they can feel that they are 
growing with their jobs," Powell 
said. 

Powell suggested that employ- 
ers should discuss off-the-job- 
problems with their employes and 
emphasized the need for person- 
al contact between employers 
and employes. 

Payments Inadequate 

Social security payments to 
workers, Powell said, are inade- 
quate alone, and employers must 
take this fact into consideration 
in planning their own retirement 
programs.

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PARENTS' PROBLEMS 



Myers Discusses Coming Trend of Old 
Age, It's Relationship To Today's Youth 



By GARRY CLEVELAND 
MYERS, Ph.D. 

We are rapidly becoming a 
nation of old people. Between 
1930 and 1940 the number of 
people in our country 65 years of 
age or more increased five times 
as fast as the total population. 
In 1900, one person out of 25 was 
65 or over. In 1940, the propor- 
tion was one out of fourteen. By 
1980, it will be about one out of 
nine. What will this trend mean 
to children? 

Only about a third of the aged 
persons of our nation are self- 
supporting, The remainder are 
either helped or supported by 
their relatives and friends or by 
public agencies or private philan- 
thropy. Over the years, industry 
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has not, except during the war, 
wanted men and women over 45 
or 50, and this problem will In- 
crease as jobs grow scarcer. 
Looking After Parents 

Year by year, children have 
grown less ready to look after 
their parents in old age. While 
social security has taken up some 
of the slack, it does, like all 
humane governmental aids, re- 
duce the urge of children to look 
after their aged parents, and of 
the younger parents to exercise 
thrift in preparation for their 
older days. In some instances, 
this proves a moral loss within 
the family, though apparently a 
moral gain socially. 

Religious education of children 
won't be made easier, with the 
average age of the church congre- 
gation, already high, growing 
higher. 

Nor does the picture for public 
education of children tomorrow 
look brighter, since increa.se in 
aged voters hardly will mean a 
more liberal assignment of public 
funds for educating chidren. 

The growing proportion of older 
people increase the need that chil- 
dren shall be brought up with 
proper deference toward older 
persons, though the trend has 
been pust the opposite. Also, it 
increases the need that all adults 
should understand children better, 
that young parents should culti- 
vate wide interest now so they will 
not, in their older days seek satis- 
faction from hampering their 
grandchildren. Year by year more 
grandparents and other in-laws 
are going to be sitting around 
where there are growing children 
and in homes with less and less 
space.

4:30, Eastern Daylight TJm«, CIS Ntfwork.G 



v Philadelphiq Electric Company 
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Freight Line In Delaware 
County Slated For Passengers 



For 38 years the Newtown 
Square Branch of the Philadel- 
phia and Delaware County Rail- 
road Company has been no more 
than a one-track freight line. 

But if the Delaware Valley As- 
sociation for the United Nations 
Headquarters has anything to say 
about it, it may become a passen- 
ger line again as it was during 
the first 13 years of its existence. 
Opened In 1895 

July 3, 1895 was the day the 
Newtown Square Branch opened 
to carry passengers from Yeadon, 
Garrettford, Arlington, Llanerch, 
Oakmont, Brookthorpe and Fox- 
croft, to Newtown Square. 

In 1908 passenger service was 
discontinued and the Branch be- 
came the freight line it has re- 
mained to this day. 

The history of the railroad goes 
back to 1890 when the Philadel- 
phia and Delaware County Rail- 
road Company was incorporated. 
Work started on the line in Oc- 
tober, 1893. In later years the 
company was absorbed by the 
Philadelphia, Baltimore and 
Washington Railroad Company. 
That company is a part of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad System and 
as such the line is leased to the 
Pennsylvania Railroad. 
9 Miles Long 

It is more than nine miles long, 
with its greater part located in 
Haverford Township, which it en- 
ters at Lansdowne Ave. below the 
Llanerch station. It leaves the 
Township above Darby Creek 
and Darby Rd. 

Agent Walter England, the only 
freight agent on the line is sta- 
tioned at Llanerch, the heart of 
the line. It is there that the 
Philadelphia Transportation Com- 
pany, better known as the Red 
Arrow Line, has its : car barns. 
That Company uses the line to 
haul its supplies and machine 
parts. 

At Oakmont, or Grassland as it 
was called in earlier years, the 
C. Charlton Lobb Company has a 
lumber and coal yard, for which 
the railroad hauls supplies. The 
Autocar Company of Ardmore 
also has a warehouse there where 
materials and parts are stored.

Golf Supplies 

Merion Golf Course is located 
along that part of the line at the 
northern end of Haverford Town- 
ship, and the line takes top soil 
and golf supplies into the Course. 

It is along the Haverford Town- 
ship section that the A. Atwater 
Kent estate is located. At West 
Chester Pike he has farms and 
homes on a 1,000-acre tract which 
are being sold off for building lots 
now. 

The former Martha Lawrence 
estate borders on the track, too, 
near the Grassland station, and 
that, too, is being sold off for 
building lots. 

Other famous names include 
Ellis College, the Pennsylvania 
Hospital, the George Wharton 
Pepper estate, the Charlton Yar- 
nall estate and a little old eight- 
corner school house which is lo- 
cated near Newtown Square. It 
is reputed to be more than 200 
years old. 

If the United Nations Head- 
quarters Commission does decide 
to located in the Delaware Val- 
ley, it will be locating on the 
"most ideal ground in the coun- 
try," according to Robert Gray 
Taylor, of Media, who heads the 
Delaware Valley Association for 
the United Nations Headquarters.

KNOW YOUR 
'STATE 



Pennsylvania's contribution to 
the industrial development of our 
Nation and to the industrial pro- 
gress of the modern world is an 
important and established fact in 
the history of modem industry. 

For many years when the Unit- 
ed States was struggling to main- 
tain its position as a producing 
nation against the compeition of 
all Europe, Pennsylvania's coal 
and wood were the chief fuel for 
the nation's railroads. The City 
of Williamsport was the timber 
capital of the world; Oil City in 
Venango County was the world 
center for petroleum, and the 
town of Gap in Lancaster County 
was the chief known source of 
nickel. 

The nickel mine at Gap, no 
longer in production, once ex- 
ported its njetal to all the in- 
dustrial nations. In the 1870's, 
Pennsylvania's position as the 
world's greatest producer of nickel 
was resigned to Norway, then to 
New Caledonia and finally to the 
Sudbury district in the Province 
of Ontario which is now the chief 
source of that metal so important 
in the production of steel alloys, 
domestic utensils and German 
Silver. 

Nickel is today essential in the 
production of armor plate, Monel 
metal, of important ferrous alloys 
such as Invar and of many of the 
stainless steels, but in the infancy 
of the industrial age, it was Penn- 
sylvania's output of this meal 
which made possible many of he 
technical developments that have 
led to its universal use in the me- 
chanical arts. 



Blame One of Six 
Fatalities on Alcohol 

Drinking played a part in one 
out of six fatal traffic accidents 
in the United States last year. 
In Pennsylvania the 1945 traffic 
accident record involved the 
death of 88 intoxicated pedes- 
trians and the injury of 219. 

Of the 24,457 traffic violations' 
arrests made by the Pennsyl- 
vania State Police last year, 261 
were for operating a motor ve- 
hicle while under the influence 
of intoxicating liquors. Through- 
out the country "under the in- 
fluence of liquor" was reported 
for seven per cent of drivers in 
rural fatal accidents and four 
per cent of drivers in urban ac- 
cidents.

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It is told well by the No. 1 po- 
licewoman of Washington, D. C. 
To thousands of children in the 
nation's capital, Capt. Rhoda Mil- 
liken is "the police lady." She is 
a lady and looks it. She does not 
wear a uniform and if she carries 
a policeman's club, it must be 
hidden in her feminine handbag. 

This "police lady" is not hard- 
boiled as a picnic egg, as might 
be expected, but she can be firm. 
It takes firmness, with justice, to 
handle the more than seven hou- 
sand delinquency cases that come 
to the Woman's Bureau every 
year in our nation's capital. 

As a beginning Captain Milli- 
ken would stop the use of the 
words "juvenile delinquents." 

"So many dire stories have been 
written and told about JD's that 
the idea of becoming a juvenile 
delinquent has become glamorized 
and desirable. Boys and girls are 
intrigued to become that awful 
thing their teachers and parents 
rant about. They even form 
juvenile delinquent clubs as a de- 
fiant gesture," said this police- 
woman. 

She is often asked, "What other 
name can you call them?" 

"Why call them anything?' is 
her quick retort, adding, "You 
don't call grown-ups 'adult delin- 
quents.' ". To her, they are merely 
boys and girls with special prob- 
lems. 

The town itself creates some of 
the problems. Washington is no 
exception. Not a factory town 
with a payroll of minors, the cap- 
ital has the biggest' industry in 
the world in the federal govern- 
ment itself. 

During the war, errand boys and 
girls were paid as high as $1,600 
a year, more money than maybe 
either parent had ever received. 
Those parents asked for room and 
board money but when they tried 
to take more money the children 
rebelled. Some left home. Other 
18-year-old lads, with new money 
in pocket, strutted around night 
clubs and beer joints. 

Many of delinquent cases come 
from a lack of definite program 
of activities to keep the youngster 
busy. They come from not find- 
ing an answer when the high 
school boy or girl asks, "What can 
I do tonight? I have seen all 
the movies." 

Policewoman Milliken has found 
two answer. One is exemplified 
in a public "hangout." The Club- 
Teen, just opened in Washington. 
It's a model of what could be set 
up in every town in the United 
States. A "drop-in" place where 
there are young books, young 
music and young people. At night 
there's always a dance. A soft 
drinks and ice cream counter is 
a good substitute for the corner 
drugstore. The Club-Teen belongs 
to them. Chaperones don't seem 
to chaperone. A council of par- 
ents finds special treats. Recently, 
Radio Singer Lanny Ross appear- 
ed and sang his heart out for the 
youngsters. The autograph col- 
lectors were thrilled. 
. If Captain Milliken had her way 
about it, there would be a Club- 
Teen in every part of town in ev- 
ery city in the United States. 

The meeting in Washington in 
October will bring together the 
top-minds on the subject of ju- 
venile delinquency.

Veterans And Service News 




BO/TOR'S NOTE! This newspaper, 
through special arrangement with the 
Washington Bureau of Western News- 
paper Union at 1616 Eye Street, N.W., 
Washington, D. c, is able to bring 
readers this weekly column on prob- 
lems of the veteran and serviceman 
and his family. Questions may be ad- 
dressed to the above Bureau and they 
will be answered in a subsequent col- 
umn. No replies can be made direct 
by mail, but only in the column 
which will appear in this newspaper 
regularly. 

One year after V-J Day saw 
1 250,000 veterans of World War 
II enrolled In some form of edu- 
cation or training under the two 
laws providing such facilities for 
war veterans. 

According to Gen. Omar N. 
Bradley, VA director, the greatest 
problem facing the G.I. educa- 
tional and training program is 
that of the colleges in securing 
teachers and in providing class- 
rooms and living quarters for this 
tremendous influx of students. 
General Bradley predicted that in 
the next year this figure would be 
doubled. 

One of the newer forms of edu- 
cation is on-the-farm training, 
combining class work with prac- 
tical supervised farming. To sup- 
plement the educational program, 
VA has prevailed upon the army 
and navy for release of more than 
2,000,000 text books for veterans 
studying under Public Law 16 and 
the G.I. Bill. 

General Bradley expressed con- 
cern over failure of the veterans 
to take advantage of their gov- 
ernment insurance. Less than 
one out of four veterans have, 
premiums up-to-date on govern- 
ment insurance and almost 10,- 
000,000 eligible veterans are now 
without National Service Life in- 
surance, while originally 95 per 
cent of them carried the insurance 
when they were in the armed ser- 
vices. In other words, 90 billion 
dollars worth of economic secur- 
ity has been permitted to lapse. 
One of the important objectives 
of VA during the coming year will 
be help to veterans in reinstating 
their insurance. 

Questions and Answers 
Q. My husband jointed the 
army April 1, 1946. We have 
two children, two and four years 
of age. Also a good farm, cows, 
mules, hogs and chicken. I must 
care for all of these things. We 
got the farm worked this year 
by my helping to do much of 
the work, which I was unable 
to do. My health is not good. 
I am 26 years old and he is 29, 
will be 30 in February. I have 
no one to stay with me except 
his 70-year-old mother. He 
wants to get out of the army 
and work his farm next year. Is 
there any chance? Please help 
me.— Mrs. D. W. T., Moulton, 
Ala* 

A. He should have no trouble 
obtaining his discharge since he is 
a father. Suggest he contact his 
commanding officer and apply for 
his discharge, 

Q. During 30 months of army 
service I sent my parents an 
allotment every month. Now my 
parents are dead. Can I collect 
the amount I sent them from 
their estate when sold? — C. W. 
J.. Green Pond, Ala. 
A. This is a legal question and 
you should consult a lawyer. 
Q. I am a widow with one son 
who is now 16 years old, an aged 
father-in-law, aged 82, and an- 
other son serving overseas. I get 
a family allowance which is in- 
sufficient to supply the needs of 
our household and the stock, 
etc. Living expenses have risen, 
as you know. Would I be per- 
mitted to take a job to supple- 
ment the family allowance and 
still he entitled to it?— Mrs. M. 
A. M.. Dana, N. C. 
A. There is no reason why you 
shoudn't take a job. 

Q. Can you tell me where the 
383rd Infantry is now? Are they 
discharged? They trained in 
Camp White, Ore., and later 
went to San Louis, Opispo, 
Calif., and were shipped to the 
Pacific.— M. D., Wood, Calif. 
A. The army says the 383rd In- 
fantry was inactivated February 
3, 1946. 

O. I was discharged with a 
medical disability from the navy 
in World War I with tubercu- 
losis and am unable to do man- 
ual labor. Can you help me in 
any way? 

A. You should anply to your 
nearest office of the Veterans' Ad- 
ministration and ask for a dis- 
ability rating. If your illness was 
the result of your navy service it 
would be a service-connected dis- 
ability, but even if it Is not ser- 
vice-connected, you likely would 
be entitled to a disability pension. 
Q. My father entered service 
nearly three years ago, claiming 
he was a single man and not 
naming his children as depen- 
dents. He was discharged a few 
months ago, and we never re- 
ceived allotments during the en- 
tire time he was in service. We 
, were all under 18 years of age. 
Is there anything we could do 
about it now?— Miss M. L. C, 
Ctredo, W. Va. 

A. I am afraid there is nothing 
to be done now To be sure, how- 
ever, you might write to the Office 
of Dependency Claims, War De- 
partment, Newark 2, N. J.

Additional Benefits 
To Vets' Survivors 

"A recent amendment to the 
Social Security Act provides 
monthly benefits to qualified sur- 
vivors of World War II Veterans 
who were discharged under condi- 
tions other than dishonorable and 
whse dependents are not qualified 
to receive compensation or pen- 
sions from the Veterans Adminis- 
tration", H. C. Hoover, Manager 
of the Norristown Social Security 
Administration office, announced 
this week. 

"In the cases of such veterans 
who died before enactment of the 
new amendment on August 10, 

1946, the measure provides 
monthly benefits retroactive to the 
date of the veteran's death if the 
survivors file their benefit claims 
before midnight, February 10, 

1947. Monthly benefits other than 
retroactive are also payable on 
claims filed at any time by quali- 
fied persons," Hoover added. 



40% of Veterans 
Unable to Vote 

More than 40 per cent of. 
Lower Merion Township veter- 
ans are still unregistered, a sur- 
vey conducted last week by the 
Main Line Chapter of the 
American Veterans Committee 
has revealed. 

This was announced at Wed- 
nesday's meeting of the group 
held in the Ardmore Y. M. C. A. 
Building. 

As a result of this disclosure, 
Frank X. DeLone, acting chair- 
man, said that the A. V. C. will 
undertake an extensive cam- 
paign to register all eligible 
veterans on a. non-partisan basis.

Narberth, Drexel Hill Nines Open Main Line League Title Series 



Williams Will Oppose 
Millers' Jack Creany 
On Mound In Opener 

One of the most bitterly contested playoff series in 
the Main Line Baseball League's lengthy history is look- 
ed for when Narberth and Drexel Hill c^ash beginning 
Saturday. 

Narberth, first place finisher, and the Hillers, who 
were only a half -game behind, will stage a five-game 
series. All games will be played on Narberth's field at the 
suggestion of Joe Irvin, Drexel Hill manager, whd admit- 
ted better facilities for both spectators and players were 
available at the Borough field. 



The series looms as a toss-up-f- 
in all respects, with the two 
teams virtually evenly matched. 
Narberth is conceded to have 
harder hitting outfield and more 
power behind the plate in Bob 
Yeabsley, former Perm star, and 
Harold Duffy. 

But Drexel Hill has an ace 
moundsmen in Jack (Lefty) 
Creany, who has had more than 
ordinary success against Nar- 
berth's southpaw sluggers. Drex- 
el Hill's infield also is better bal- 
anced with both Jack Williams, 
first baseman, and Second Base- 
man Joe Rosenfeld were chosen 
on the league's all-star team. 

Jack Williams, the league's 
leading hurler with a 9 and *3 re- 
cord, is expected to pitch Sat- 
urday's inaugural for Narberth. 
Manager, Gene Davis will name 
either Dom Caniglia or Charlie 
Schriner in the Sunday scrap. 

Creany, long and lanky, will 
oppose Williams in the opener for 
Drexel Hill. Irvin then can use 
Cliff Williamson, Frank Carter, 
Charlie Gunther or Bob Seeber. 

The series marks the 16th 
time since 1908 that Narberth 
has been in the Championship 
finals. Narberth hasn't taken the 
title since 1944, however, when 
the Borough baseballers shared it 
with Manoa after a belated play- 
off which didn't conclude until 
late October. 

During the regular league sea- 
son, Drexel Hill defeated Nar- 
berth by 10-5 and 9-1 margins, 
while Narberth won. 6-4 (in a 
five-inning game halted by rain), 
and by 6-2. 

In the preliminary playoff 
series, Narberth advanced to the 
title round by beating Manoa, 
7-5 in 10 innings, after Manoa 
had scored a 3-2 triumph, then 
wining by 6-4 and 4-3. Narberth 
clinched a playoff berth Satur- 
day with its 4-3 decision. 

Ardmore upset Drexel Hill, 2-1, 
in their playoff, but Drexel Hill 
then humbled the Lions, 4-1 and 
7-6. Ardmore evened the series 
Saturday, winning by 4-3, but 
the Hillers retaliated with a 10-3 
decision the following day to 
sweep the series.

Unlike most other irons in your 
bag, the No. 9 can be used, for al 
most any emergency. You can 
use this iron for eight or 10 dif- 
ferent shots, from the normal 
niblick pitch to short chips 
around the greens. 

One of the handiest clubs you 
carry, the 9-iron can be used for 
Job or flick 
i shots for pitch- 
s ing over haz- 
ards. I believe 
that this club 
actually is more 
handy than the 
wedge for short 
pitches. 

There are 
three ways of 
going for the 
pin:, straight 
shots from right 
to left (hook) 
or left to right 
(fade). All 
three methods 
may prove ex- 
tremely useful, 
depending upon the circumstan- 
ces. 

To hit the ball from right to 
left, I usually try to play it off 
the right heel. The blade is 
square to the right side of the 
pin. The ball is struck with a de- 
scending blow and the swing is 
inside-out. 

Virtually the reverse is true for 
the left to right shot. The stance 
is opened somewhat and the blade 
also is slightly opened, while the 
ball is about in the center of the 
feet. 

I try to strike the ball a glanc- 
ing blow, which will impart left 
to right spin, resulting in a little 
fade to the pin. 

Either one of these shots, in 
my opinion, is preferable to the 
straight shot. However, to hit 
one in this fashion I suggest a 
square stance. Try to swing the 
club on an upright circle at the 
hole. 

The fade or hook shot may 
be- alternately employed de- 
pending upon wind conditions, 
the contour of the green and 
pin position. 

For the short, lobbing pitch 
with a 9-iron employ a slow 
swing, open stance and an open 
blade. You'll find that you can 
play this shot more easily if the 
right hand is moved a bit more 
on top the shaft. 

Be sure to take the club back 
far enough on all these short 
shots, to enable you., to swing. 
If you take it back only two 
or three feet you're likely to 
poke at the ball instead of 
swinging a it. If the green 
happens to be hard and the 
pin not too far away, you'll 
find the No. 9 iron excellent 
for 'chipping: •'--" * *

plus items through the War Assets 
Administration, Prank L. McNa- 
mee, Philadelphia regional direc- 
tor, this week cautioned former 
servicemen to be patient. 

"Government surplus stocks are 
not nearly large enough to meet 
the demands of all veterans who 
want them," he said. "But the 
new WAA policy means certified 
veterans will have the sole privi- 
lege of buying forty or more scarce 
items as they becpme available."

Dear Sir: 

Your feature article entitled "Official Exclusion of Church a 
Novelty in County History" in the August 23 issue of your papers, was 
most interesting and informative. As a clergyman of the Missouri 
Synod of the Lutheran Church and pastor of the congregation under 
discussion, I was particularly interested. It's good to get a look at 
oneself as others see you. 

" By the way of enlarging on what you have said, may I add that 
while the Missouri Synod of the Lutheran Church is a minority group 
in' eastern Pennsylvania, the Missouri Synod is .not, by any means, a 
small segment of - Lutheranism in America. Of the three major 
bodies of Lutheranism on this continent, the Synodical Conference 
(of which the Missouri Synod is a constituent body) k is only slightly 
smaller in number of confirmed members and somewhat larger in 
number of baptized members, than the United Lutheran Church in 
America. According to 1944 statistics, the Synodical Conference 
numbers 1,220,716 confirmed, and 1,808,261 baptized. It has 5,278 
organized congregations, served by a clergy numbering 5,332. 

While it is true, as you stated in your article, that the Missouri 
Synod has refused to affiliate with other Lutheran bodies, its re- 
fusals are not based on isolationism or selection, but rather upon a 
desire for true unity in doctrine and practice. A union without true 
unity can only have the appearance of unity. The Missouri Synod 
is working with other Lutheran bodies in trying to come to full agree- 
ment in doctrine and practice before affiliation, and progress in that 
direction is being made, particularly with the American Lutheran 
Church.
